vestigating the navy's conduct of 
the war "that one of Rear Admiral j 
Sims' 'chief objects In writing,his 
letter of January 7, and bringing 
about this investigation was to cur- 
tail the power of the secretary and 
remove the navy, so far as possible, 
from civilian control." 


"Running like a thread through 


most of the evidence tnat has been 
given before tae committee haa 
bee nadvocacy of the spneral staff 
for the conduct of We American 
navy and elimination- of civilian 
control' said Mr. Daniels.

At the Ohio Experiment Station 


potatoes grown on naturally rich 
land, but without manure or fer- 
tilisers, have averaged 130 bushels 
per acre tor 25 years; but when, a 
fertilizer made up of 320 pounds 
of acid phosphate, 200 pounds of 
muriate of potash and 160 pounds 
of nitrate of soda has been spread 
dver the land the yield has risen 
to an average of 172 bushels. 


At present prices this fertilizer 


would cost about 528 per acre, but 
with potatoes only a dollar a bush- 
el, there is an ample margin. 


Practically the same' yield has 


followed the use of 8 tons of barn- 
yard manure 10 the acre.
